_.. Young Man, on Whose Account a 
Princess Committed Suicide, Meets 
Death in Warsaw Battie. 

(BY AYLAYTIC CABLZ AND A. 
LONDON, Aug. 13. — Baron Von 
Bleichroeder, son of the famous Ger- 
man banker, was killed while fighting 
on the Warsaw front on August J. 
according to an Amsterdam dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph Company. 
He was at one time secretly engaged 
to Princess Sophia of Saxe-Weimar, 
who committed suicide in 1913 be- 
cause her father, Prince William, re- 
fused to permit their marriage.

N. T.) — The first real Russian, not 
Polish, town of some importance en- 
tered by the Germans was Viadimir-

“Retiring Cossacks set fire to the 
buildings. As the Cossacks galloped 
away, German cavalry arrived at the 
other end of the town. The incom- 
ing troops tried to stop the fire, but 
with small success, and the central 
part of the city was entirely destroyed, 
the burned buildings including 
stores, restaurants and hotels. The 
suburbs and surrounding rural dis- 
tricta, the officers’ residences, bar- 
racks, messes, schools and churches 
were spared. 
“The German cavalry commander 
restored order and established a mil- 
itary and also a civil government, the 
latter by appointing three adminis- 
trative presidents, one of whom was 
a Pole, another a Russian and the 
third a Jew. 
“At each false alarm of the return 
of the Russians, the Jewish inhabi- 
tants ee in great panic, replying to 
the Germans who tried to stop them, 
‘If the R ans return we shall be 
killed.’ 
“The German general commanding 
next day appointed two additional 
presidents, one of whom was a Pole 
and the other a Jew. The fugitives 
gradually returned to their homes.”

“The German military authorities 
on the suggestion of the citizens’ com- 
mittee of Warsaw have declared a 
general amnesty of political prisoners 
there and set them free.

AVY RULES 
CAPE HAITIEN. 


ADMIRAL CAPERTON FORCED TO 
DECLARE MARTIAL LAW. 


New Uprisings by Bobo Faction 
and Zamor Contingent Have 
Forced Americans to Take Action. 
Dartiguenave’s Government Grate- 
ful for Assistance of Outsiders. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) | 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—New up- 
risings by the Bobo and Zamor fac- 
tions have broken out at Cape Haitien 
and have forced Rear-Admiral Caper- 
ton to establish military rule in the 
city. 

This statement was issued at the 
Navy Department: 

“Admiral Caperton reports that on 
account of disturbed conditions in and 
around Cape Haitien, due to the Bobo 
and Zamor factions. it has become 
necessary to take military control of 
the town and conduct affairs in the 
Same manner as at Port-au-Prince. 
Civil officials are employed where it is 
possible and suitable men can be ob- 
tained. 

“Commander Olmsted, commanding 
officer of the Nashville, has been 
placed in charge and has a batallion 
of bluejackets from the Connecticut 
ashore to assist in maintaining or- 
der.” 

While the navy retains control of 
the situation in the turbulent republic, 
the State Department is awaiting with 
interest the evolution of the new gov- 
ernment under President Dartigue- 
nave. 

Admiral Caperton reported today 
that after taking the oath of Sffice 
yesterday at Port-au-Prince, Dar- 
tinguenave addressed the populace, 
declaring that he had never been the 


chief of any faction, band or group, 
and that it was his intention to govern 


solely for the benefit of Haiti, accord- 


ing to the constitution and according 
to the laws. Later he expressed ap- 
preciation of the service rendered by 
the American forces, through whose 
agency alone, he stated. it had been 
possible to hold an election free from 
intimidation.

Pasadena Man Sought on Warrant 
for Setting Thirty-thousand-dollar 
Home Afire—Other of Alleged In- 
cendiaries Wanted by the Police 


The issuance of a complaint for 
the arrest of F. H. Hamilton, charged 
| with setting fire to his beautiful $30,- 
000 home on South Orange Grove ave- 
nue, Pasadena, was the most interest- 
ing development yesterday in the con- 
certed effort of city and county offi- 
cers and representatives of various 
large insurance companies to break 
up a well-organized gang of firebugs 
that have been operating in Los An- 
Seles and vicinity for the past year. 
While Hamilton is not believed to 
have had any connection with the 
“arson trust the officers unearthed 
evidence implicating him while mak- 
ing other investigations. 

Hamilton, who is known in mining 
circles as an engineer of no mean 
ebility and who had been looked upon 
by friends as well-to-do. is believed 
to have left California. County. au- 
thorities said last night they had 
traced him to Arizona. but officers 
there were unable to locate the n. 

The complaint was issued by 
District Attorney Shelley. but thé in- 
vestigation has been turned over to 
Deputy Stafford. The latter said 
Hamilton's home is heavily mortgaged 
and he is known to have made many 
attempts recently to sell it. 
The, testimony of a chauffeur. who 
Was employed by Hamilton. i@ ex- 
pected to have important bearing on 
the case. Deputy Stafford said the 
chauffeur is not under suspicion but 
he had told of purchasing about 
thirty gallons of gasoline for Hamil- 
ton a day or 80 preceding the fire 
The chauffeur declared Hamilton did 
not tell him what he intended to do 
with the gasoline and he supposed it 
was for the automobile. 

While the District Attorney's office 
fe handling the investigation. it is be- 
ing assisted by Police Detective Bean, 
who said yesterday he is sure that 
practically all of the members of the 
“arson ring’ will de under arrest in

AMERICANS MAKE INDIGO. 


{Boston Transcript:] Herbert H. 
Dow, president of the Dow Chemical 
Company of Midland. Mich., told the 
Federal Trade Commission, meeting at 
Detroit, that American manufacturers 
of chemicals could make indigo and 
other products fully as cheaply here 
as abroad. Mr. Dow charged that, as 4 
result of hie company selling a certain 
kind of bromide abroad, 
had taken the Winted States trade in 
that chemical from the concern. 

“We were warned,” he mid “that 
for every pound we exported the Ger- 
mans would put two pounds in the 
United States. We thought it was a 
biuff, and continued to export the bro- 
mide. The result was that we did not 
sell a single pound in the United. 
States. The Germans not only paid a 
duty of 25 per cent., but actually un- 
dersold us. Since the war started, how- 
ever, we have regained part of our

ever an American article gets a start?“ 
asked Joseph E. Davies, chairman of 
the commission. 

“It is,’ anewered Mr. Dow. 

“Woat effect ui tne teriff have?” 

“It saved us from bankruptcy,” re- 
plied Mr. Dow.

Dow said indigo is the most important 
of all dyes, and although ft ie a Ger- 
man monopoly at present, American 
manufacturers are developing the 
process, “We would spend more money 
on these dyes if we were sure the pres- 
ent price would hold.” he said. “Tf 
there was some kind of a tariff which 
would take effect when the price was 
down and not when it stendy or go- 
ing up, I think we cou compete on 
almost equal terme with Germany.” 


COTTON FOR JAPAN. 


Withdrawal of American Ships from 
the Pacific Trade May Injure Jap- 
anese Cotton Mills. 
[New York Times:] Considerable 
anxiety exists among Japanese im- 
porters of American cotton over the 
possibility of the Pacific Mail steam- 
ship line being withdrawn from the 
Pacific after November 4, as reported. 
According to a translation from a 
Japanese newspaper that has been re- 
ceflved from Kobe by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, it 
is feared that the withdrawal of the 
ships of this company from the Pa- 
cific will become a serious handicap 
to the continuance of the Japanese 
cotton spinning industry.

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COMMERCIAL. 
LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


The supply of fresh fish continues 
more than ample to take care of the 
needs of Los Angeles. Rock cod is 
now worth 6 cents a pound, rock bass, 
5. cents, striped bass 16 cents, clams 5 
eents and mackerel 5 cents per pound. 
Lobsters have been added to the fish 
list at 24 cents a pound, and scallops 
are bringing $3.50 a gallon. California 


oysters have been reduced to 55 cents a 


hundred, and quart oysters have been 
increased to $6.50 a dozen. There are 
no crabs at present on the market, and 
it will not be until November 15 that 
the local dealers will be able to offer 
thie variety of marine food to the 
public. The produce market was quiet 
Friday, and price variations were few. 
Black Hamburg grapes were reduced 
to $1.10 a lug, and casabas are bringing 
$2.00 a crate. Lentils, which are a flat 
pea much used in the preparation of 
soups, are being quoted at $12.50 a 
hundredweight. The United States 
raises but a very mall quantity of 
lentils, depending upon importing her 
supply from Germany, the home of this 
variety of vegetable. As the European 
war has praetically cut off exports 
from Germany, the price of lentils has 
experienced a proportionate rise in 
value. Rolled barley, which has been 
yery active of late, was again ad- 


vanced to $1.55 a hundred yesterday. 


representing a gain of 5 cents. 
The last session of the produce ex- 


change for the present week was not 


productive of many sales. Eggs are 
still Inactive at firm prices, and cream- 
ery firats sold for 24 cents. The San 
Francisco market was unchanged, with 


exception of fancy flat cheddars, which 
went to 14 cents a pound. Local re- 
ceipts butter and eggs were 35,750 
pounds the former and 195 cases of 


the latter. Cheese was active on the 


exchange yesterday for the first time 


in ten days, 50 drums of fancy northern 
red bands selling at 12 cents a pound. 
Arrivals of cheese were 2420 pounds of 


locals and 2600 pounds of eastern 
cheese. Vegetable receipts were fairly 
large, and comprised 1905 sacks of po- 


tatoes, 311 sacks of onions, and 105 
sacks of sweet spuds. Fruit receipts 
were heavy, and consisted of 2153 
boxes of apples, 402 lugs of pears, 1200 
luge of grapes, and 1410 boxes of 
peaches. Eastern arrivals were 5868 
cases of eggs and 1000 pounds of 
butter.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Aug. 11.—Within 
a tew days Auditor J. C. Callaghan 
will appeal to the Supreme ‘Court 
from the decision of the Maricopa 
County Superior Court defining the 
status of the general appropriations 
bill, which was passed by the Legisia- 
ture and “butchered” by Gov. Hunt. 
He has decided to ask the higher 
tribunal for an e definition of the 


bill, but will turn down no claims ex- 
cept those against five appropriations. 
Gov. Hunt vet some forty sec- 
tions of the bill. In each of these sec- 
tions the Legislature made a specified: 
appropriation for a certain purpose 
and inserted a clause repealing the 
existing statutory appropriation for 
that purpose. Hunt's objection was 
that the appropriations made by the 
Legislature were smaller than those 
provided by statute. He tried to re- 
vive the statgtory appropriations and 
succeeded in twenty-six instances. In 
the other instances the Auditor was 
directed to pay out the appropriations 
provided by statute. Various legal! 
considerations cavsed the distinctions. 
Broadly speaking, the right of the 
Governor to veto the repealing clauses, 
provided at the same time he vetoed the 
appropriation carried in the same sec- 

tion, was upheld. 
But there are five unlimited appro- 
priations on Arizona’s statute books. 
are for the National Guard, 
traveling expenses of the board of 
control, office expenses of the tax com- 
mission, extra help for the tax com- 
mission, and printing State reports. 
Auditor Callaghan contends that an 
appropriation of s much as may be 
necessary to carry out- the provisions 
of this act” ts unconstitutional. 
Therefore he is issuing certificates to 
persons presenting claims against 
these funds. The certificates state 
that the claim against the State ts a 
proper one and has not been pald be- 
cause of legal complications. If the 
Supreme Court decides that the un- 
limited appropriations are proper, 
Callaghan will exchange warrants for 
the certificates. Otherwise the certifi-

Prosperity in Sight. 
W E have long been waiting for 
prosperity to knock at our doors 
again, and she is knocking loudly at 
the East and faintly here. But it is 
encouraging that the knocking is 
heard. When the Underwood tariff 
law went into effect, English exporters 
dumped into the New York market at 
one fell swoop $3,000,000 of cotton and 
other fabrics made on a low scale of 
wages in European mills. That was 
the real blow to American industries, 
and New England and southern cotton 
mills at once banked their fires and 
stopped the running of the mill wheels. 
Then came the war with its immense 
orders for equipment for the belliger- 
ents, and trade began to revive, and 
this revival has continued to the 
esent time. Moreover, the English 
lockade of the seas has cut us off 
from commerce with central Europe, 
preventing us from buying finished 
products as well as raw material, and 
this has given an impetus to home in- 
dustries. 
We are not sharing this prosperity 
as quickly as the East, but it is coming 
our way surely. There is only one 
cloud in the sky of prosperity. That 
is the doubt about whether we shall be 
permitted to market our crops. The 
wheat crop is promising a yield of 
100,000, bushels above the record 
crop of last year, but we exported to 
foreign countries exclusive of Germany 
and Austria 590,000,000 bushels. The 
old crop is practically all gone, and the 
farmers are holding the new crop for 
$1 a bushel.

like two-thirds of an ordinary crop. 
The central European empires usually 
take about 2,700,000 bales of American 
cotton.

Now general business in the East is 
excellent. According to a letter issued 
by the National City Bank of New 
York, in the Pittsburgh district the 
iron and steel plants are operating at 
95 per cent. of their capacity. At 
Youngstown, the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company will add two open- 
hearth furnaces and two tube mills, an 
investment that will represent about 


$1,000,000. At the same place the 
Brier Hill Steel Company adding 
another furnace to its plant. The Mc- 


Keesport Tin Plate Company has 
placed a contract for doubling its 
plant. The United States Steel Corpo- 
ration is expending $3,000,000 on a 
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new ine netter im the Pittsburgh 
district. This company is taking Aus- 
tralian ore that has hitherto gone to 
Germany. The American Smelting 
and Refining Company is building a 
tin smelter in New Jersey to handle 
Bolivian ores hitherto sent to Europe. 
The United States Steel Corporation 
is constructing new works at Duluth. 
The Steel Corporation for the second 
quarter of the current year reports 
earnings of $27,950,000, compared with 
$12,457,000 in the first quarter, and for 
the month of June $11,343,000. The 
Iron estimates that 20 to 25 per 
cent. of the present volume of steel 
business is on war orders. 

If any one should ask, “What is the 
matter with business?” in view of these 
facts it would appear proper to answer, 
“Nothing is the matter with business. 
She’s all right.” 


Fiat Money. Huh! 

T HE puzzle to the minds of all 

thoughtful persons is to account 
for the way Europe is financing the 
greatest war in history, and the great- 
est in cost. She is just doing as Jay 
Gould is reputed to have done in 
financing the Erie Railroad out of the 
hands of its English owners into the 
Gould pockets. Every government in 
Europe is simply keeping printing 
presses busy creating fiat money. They 
are realizing the dream of our re- 
nowned financier, the recent Secretary 
of State, and still the great Chautauqua 
lecturer. 

England is just appealing to the 
people of Great Britain to bring in 
their money and deposit it in the 
Bank of England and its branches. The 
French have emptied every old stock- 
ing in the republic into the Bank of 
France, and the Germans have done 
the same thing with their funds which 
have been poured into the Bank of 
Germany. 

The expenditures for the year the 
war has lasted, including those of Italy, 
are somewhat over $16,000;000,000. 
The cash expenditures of Great Britain, 
according to the story of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, are more than $15,- 
000,000 per day. The expenditures of 
Germany are not less than $10,000,000 
a day, and for the whole bunch of bel- 
ligerents $50,000,000 per day looks like 
a reasonable estimate as the expense of 
the war. 

According to the London economist 
the private soldiers in the armies of 
Great Britain receive Is. 2d., or 28 
cents American, per day. The pay of 
the French soldier, a conscript, is one 
cent a day, and of the German, also 
serving under forced laws, is three 
cents a day. 

To show how the war has been 
financed by running printing presses, 
it is just necessary to take the state- 
ments of the several banks of the bel- 
ligerent countries. Take these com- 
paring August 1, 1914, with July 1, 
1915, eleven months after the war broke 
out. The gold holdings of the Bank of 
England on the two dates above re- 
spectively were $190,000,000 and 
$260,000,000. The deposits $335,000,- 
000 and $1,035,000,000. The circula- 


tion in this bank increased from 5145, 


000,000. to $175

to $240,000,000 

The Bank of France on the dates 
given above had gold holdings 8825, 
000,000 and $785,000,000, deposits 
$260,000,000 and $485,000,000. But look 
at the circulation: $1,335,000,000 and 
$2,440,000,000. Pretty good work for 
the printing press there. 

The Bank of Germany showed gold 
holdings $420,000,000 and $590,000,- 
000, deposits $235,000,000 and $400,- 
000,000, circulation $470,000,000 and 
$1,300,000,000. Germany is using her 
printing presses, too, to some effect. 

The Bank of Russia’s account 
stands: Gold holdings $800,000,000 
and 885,000,000; deposits $420,000,000

HONORABLE CAREER. 
NOTHER picturesque craft of the old 
navy is to be scrapped. For a small 
sum the Navy Department recently 

sold the sloop-of-war Portsmouth to a ship 
breaker, and shortly she will be cut up for 
firewood and her timbers split for the long 
copper bolts which for decades held her 
oaken body together. 

The history of this ship of bygone days 
is of especial interest now that California 
is celebrating the opening of the Panama 
Canal. Indeed, there is a connection be 
tween the past of the Portsmouth and Cal- 
ifornia’s presence in the Union. 

The Portsmouth was the first naval ves- 
sel to unfurl the American flag at the 
Golden Gate. Had she not arrived when 
she did it is possible that a portion, at 
least, of California would have been claimed 
by the British, However, Commodore 
Sloat was quicker than his English rival, 
and in July, 1846, her commander, Capt. 
John B. Montgomery, took possession of 
Yerba Buena, now San Francisco, and there 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes. 

It was in recognition of this act that the 
Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco 
asked Congress three years ago to fit the 
old ship for sea and to turn her over to the 
State of California for a permanent exhibit 
after she should head the national fleet in 
tts triumphal parade through the Panama 
Canal en route to the exposition. Congress 
failed to grant the request, and now the 
Portsmouth is doomed to speedy demolli- 
tion. 

The Portsmouth was built at the navy 
yard, Kittery, Me., in 1834, and rated as a 
first-class sloop of twenty guns. While 
known a8 a twenty-gun ship, she actually 
carried twenty-two guns in her prime: four 
inch and eighteen 32-pounders. She was 
155 feet long and was of a little over 1000 
tons. Her crew numbered 210, and with 
25,000 gallons of water aboard and a full 
supply of provisions she was able to keep 


During her cruise from 1845 to 1848 she 
was at sea for 496 days, sailing nearly 64,- 
miles. It was while on this trip that 
the Portsmouth played her important part

and the Levant. The Barrier Forts were 
formidable affairs. They were built of 
stone, and their walls ranged from six to 
eight feet thick of solid masonry. The bat- 
teries of the four forts mounted in the 
neighborhood of 180 guns. The men aboard 
the Portsmouth and Levant numbered 410, 
and this force was somewhat swelled by 
details from the San Jacinto, whose draught 
prevented her from ascending the river. 
Two little steam vessels, scarcely much 
better than big tugs, the Kumfa and the 
Williamette, undertook to tow, respective 
ly, the Levant and the Portsmouth. 


Unfortunately, the Kumfa had essayed 
more than the power of her engines could 
achieve, and in the first day's action the 
Levant was swept ashore before getting in 
range, leaving the burden of the attack to 
the Portsmouth. The latter’s guns made 
ordnance history, and for the first time 
showed the world what explosive shells 
could do in the way of battering heavy 
masonry previously deemed impregnable. 

For three days the battle raged inter- 
mittently, sailors and marines being landed 
for the purpose of taking the forts by flank- 
ing operations. In the last two days the 
little Levant, because of her lighter draught, 
was towed so near the forts that she re 
ceived the hottest of their fire, but the 
Portsmouth had previously been able to 
cripple the defenses, and the Chinese com- 
mander finally gave up the fight. 

The Portsmouth was struck twenty-seven 
times and the Levant twenty-two times. 
The heaviest loss of the Americans oc- 
curred through the premature explosion of 
a mine placed to destroy one of the forts 
after the enemy had fied. That cost Com- 
modore Armstrong three men killed and 
nine seriously wounded. In addition the 
squadron lost nine killed and twenty-two 
wounded. The Chinese admitted a loss of 
500. 

In the Civil War the Portsmouth took 
part in the operations upon the Mississippi 
directed against Forts Jackson and St. 
Philip. In 1872 she refitted at the navy 
yard, Brooklyn, for a long cruise, and was 
ordered to the Pacific on surveying duty. 
On this cruise the Portsmouth was com- 
manded by Commander Joseph S. Skerrett, 
a typical navigator of the old school of 
sailor officers. His main delight was sea- 
manship, and the Portsmouth was just the 
sort of craft that his professional heart de- 
sired. 


On March 16, 1873, the Portsmouth 
reached Talcahuano, Chile, having been 
eighty-three days and eight hours at sea 
after leaving the harbor of New York. In 
going around Cape Horn she experienced 
heavy gales. At that season the weather 
in the neighborhood of Cape Horn was bit- 
terly cold. Many of the men suffered from 
frostbite and exhaustion. There was only 
one fire that could be kept going, and that 
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the fire and

1873, the Portsmouth made that port 
her headquarters for more than a year 
while engaged in important surveying work. 
During this time the sloop-of-war won repv- 
tation for her sailing qualities, and it was 
not long before her commander was invited 
to try conclusions with the skipper of a 
British naval craft of the same order. 
The opportunity came when both ships 
were bound back to Honolulu after a brief 
cruise. The friendly contest was on the 
moment the two ships sighted each other. 
The circumstances had more than one his- 
torical precedent, for our sailor officers had 
many times outstripped their British rivals 
in the past in this matter of seamanship.

King Kalakaua thereafter had the friend- 
liest feeling for the United States, and 
looked upon this country as sponsor for his 
regency. In a way therefore the old Ports- 
mouth was instrumental in binding the 
United States and the island kingdom by 
closer ties, and thus made it both logical 
and easy for Hawaii to come into the 
Union. 


After many years of useful service of a 
varied character in the United States Navy 
the Portsmouth was turned over to the New 
Jersey Naval Militia in January, 1895. Later 
the old sloopof-war was assigned to the 
United States Marine Hospital Service for 
quarantine duty. The ravages of time made 
her do longer fit for even this fleld of use- 
fulness, and after being tied up for many 
months at the navy yard, Norfolk, she was 
condemned and ordered to be sold, though 
the old sea dogs of the navy were reluctant 
to see her go.

“Near the foot of the trail, in a glorious 
little mountain meadow, I surprised a beauti- 
ful buck, the largest I have ever seen in the 
Sierra. Hig horns were in velvet, and he 
stood so near me that I could see the quick, 
nervous movement of his nostrils as he 
watched me. For two or three minutes we 
stood there regarding one another. Then, 
with a nonchalant wag of his funny little 
tail, he turned and made off through the 
woods, as unhurriedly and indifferently as if 
I, too, had been a woodland creature.

steamers Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific will be put on a triangular run between 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and Honolulu. 

The Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors in connection with the War Depart- 
ment at Washington is considering the open- 
ingtof a channel between the two parts of our 
harbor, that at San Pedro and that at Long 
Beach. This would open ap a mile and a 
quarter gtrip under private ownership as 
sites for manufacturing and wharfage con- 
cerns. The army officer in charge of the 
work says: “From the military standpoint 
the connecting of the two harbors will be of 
great importance. Say there is a mine field 
at the entrance to the Los Angeles Harbor. 
Then submarines could get out ihrough the 
Long Beach entrance. in other words we 
have a back door to the harbor, and the bot- 
tling up of merchant vessels or warships 
would be extremely difficult.” 

The proposed channel will have a width 
of 600 feet and a depth of thirty feet. it will 
require the cutting of 4800 feet to the east 


Tiber on boats driven by a combination of 
wind and oars. 

This was the condition of things when 
America was discovered, and then from ves- 
sels of a couple of hundred tons’ burden 
over-sea commerce jumped quickly to ships 
carrying a thousand tons of merchandise. As 
late as fifty years ago the commerce of the 
whole world was carried on largely in sail- 
ing vessels of from 1000 to 2000 tons’ dis 
placement. With the invention of steam 
and the growth of world wealth, commerce 
grew to such proportions that today we have 
freight steamers of 40,000 tons displacement. 

The commerce of the river was to that of 
the Mediterranean as that of the inland sea 
was to that of the Atlantic, and that of the 
Atlantic is in about the same proportion to 
that of the Pacific as the two bodies are one 
to the other. The twentieth century is to see 
a commerce carried on the Pacific Ocean 
greater than hardly anybody now dreams of.

“The opening of the Panama Canal will 
mean that oriental commerce will again take 
that place in the minds of the New England 
and New York merchants which it held in 
the days of the China clippers of 100 years 
ago. 

“But, while it will give New York and Bos- 
ton and Galveston a more direct control of 
Pacific trade routes and a more direct inter- 
est tn Pacific development, it will also in- 
crease the importance of San Francisco and 
Seattle as the most important links between 
American capital and commerce and the mar- 
kets of the Far East. The importance oft 
these western cities will advance together 
with the American national appreciation of 
the importance of Pacific industry. 

“While it would perhaps be an extravagant 
exclamation,” he said, “to say that the een- 
tral money market of the world will be in 
New York after the war, yet there certainly 
ig going on a shifting of credit relations 
which will go a great distance toward pro- 
ducing such a result. 

“It would seem to be certain, at any rate 
that for its relations with South America and 
the Far East, the United States will n> 
longer be dependent upon the mediation of 
London.” 


OS ANGELES has 190 public schools 
where 2600 teachers preside over the 
education of 90,000 youths of both sexes from 
little tottering tots in the kindergarten de- 
partment to brave young men and fair young 
women in the High Schools. This, it is un- 
derstood, does not include in its category the 
State Normal School. Besides these, the 
city possesses a multitude of private schools 
which rank as high as those of any part of 
the country, including the great Southern 
California University where all branches of 
science and all professions are taught, nor 
does it include Occidental College, another 
very high-class educational institution. 

It might be expected that a city of more 
than 500,000 population so rich as Los An- 
geles would have fine schools, but these in- 
stitutions are not confined to the metropolis 
of the great Southland but prevail through 
all the sister cities of this section. The cities 
of the San Fernando Valley are about the 
youngest on the map, Owensmouth being the 
baby. San Fernando proper is spending 
$150,000 in additions to the High School and 
$45,000 on a new building for the Morning- 
side grammar school district. Chatsworth 
has in the course of construction a grammar 
school to cost $30,000 and Owensmouth has

The Mother Colony. 


HEN the writer first came to Los An- 
geles, Anaheim was already on the 
map of Los Angeles county. It was founded 
by a company of German farmers more than 
f a century ago and was known as the 
other Colony. The writer lived there in 
the great real estate boom in the late 
eighties, a farmer himself among the Ger- 
mans, and when he tried to get up a cam- 
paign “to boom the town and sell real es- 
tate” the hard-headed, right-thinking inhab- 
itants said, “No!” in the most emphatic 
manner, Their reason was very sensible, for 
they had nothing to sell, being content with 
their holdings for their own uses. To create 
a real estate boom would have had but one 
end, to enhance the price of their lands 
many dollars an acre without increasing 
their intrinsic value one cent. This the 
sturdy, sensible Germans thought would be a 
good thing for the assessor and the tax col- 
lector but a mighty bad thing for the colony. 
The town is largely inhabited still by the de- 
scendants of the first settlers, and the land 
is largely in their hands. 
The population of the city at the present 
time is set down by the officials at 5650. 
There are twelve churches in the city, and

Uncle Sam is not considering the propo- 
dition purely from an economic standpoint, 
however. His representative, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Rupert Blue, has recently explained 
the motive for the impending war on the 
rodents. “Every one of our seaports is 
now menaced by the plague,” says 
Blue, “Not long ago it reached Cuba. Since 
then it has arrived at Porto Rico. Last 
summer it invaded New Orleans, where we 
had a hard job to stamp it out and to 
prevent its further recurrence by killing 
the rats and making the city ratproof.” 

Everyone knows that rats are the car- 
riers and distributors of the plague—the 
“black death —and that plague in rats al- 
ways precedes plague in man. It was ob- 
served more than 200 years ago that just 
before the outbreak of plague, sick rats 
staggering about were always seen; and it 
was an old saying that “drunken rats fore- 
tell the plague.” It is less than twenty 
years, however, since it was discovered 
that this rat “drunkenness” was the plague 
itself. 


The first job of ratproofing on a compre- 
hensive scale in any country was done on 
the Pacific Coast, in San Francisco, in 1898. 
It was done for the purpose of stamping 
out the plague, and it accomplished this so 
thoroughly that there has not been a case 
of the disease in that city since. It cost a 
pretty penny, but it paid for itself in the 
actual saving of food, to say nothing of the 
ving of human lives. Many dealers in 
uffs, who resented the heavy loss of 
ratproofing their buildings at first, later re 
ported that it had proved a profitable in- 
vYestment in the saving of material. It 
was these reports that called attention to 
the fact that ratproofing might be a good 
business venture as well as a necessary 
precaution against epidemics. 


Ratproofing is simply a system of rat 
starvation—placing all food out of the rat's 
reach. In large buildinge this only can 
be done by making the building itéelf rat- 
proof, for once inside the building a hungry 
rat will climb and gnaw its way into any 
food supply that is not enclosed in metal. 
But the favorite source of food supply is 
the open garbage can. The simple process 
of putting rat-proof covers on garbage 


cans, and keeping them on, is an important 


factor in preventing epidemics. 

It bent merely the cost of the rodent’s 
keep, or it’s menace as a germ carrier, 
that has made Uncle Samuel decide that the 
rat must go. The fire chiefs of the great 
cities report that many of the most costly 
fires are caused by rats, sometimes by their 
gnawing of matches, but in many cases by 
their eating the insulation off the electric 
wires. And it is estimated that the money 
saved by prevention of fires due to the 
agency of rats would alone pay for the rat- 
proofing of any city in a short time.

Needed— New Human Race. 


Most of us believed, at least until the 
European war started, that the human race 
was progressing—that we are, in every way, 
superior to our ancestors. But one of the 
speakers at the National Conference on 
Race Betterment recently pointed out that, 
although man had improved members of the 
animal and vegetable kingdom, he had 
failed signally in improving himself. Said 
this speaker: “We have wonderful new 
races of horses, cows and pigs. Why should 
we not have a new and improved race of 
men? 

“When Boston Blue trotted a mile in 

three minutes and won a prize of $1000 
in 1818 the world was more surprised than 
when Lou Dillon made a mile in two min- 
utes at Readville in 1903. A century of 
breeding and training added 50 per cent. 
to the efficiency of the trotting horse. Dur- 
ing this same century the application of 
the laws of eugenics and euthenics to ani- 
mal breeding has produced many varieties 
of thoroughbred livestock which, in some 
cases, are possessed of such superior and 
remarkable characteristics as to virtually 
constitute new species. This has been ac- 
complished by breeding out defects and 
supplying, through successive generations, 
environmental conditions the most favor- 
able possible for the development of de 
sirable characteristics. 
“A new species of milch cow has been 
produced which shows a continuous record 
for seven days of more than three pounds 
of fat per day. A new species of hen has 
been developed which lays 300 eggs a year. 
Every animal which man has gathered from 
the forest and plain and domesticated, has 
improved until it is more efficient and in 
every way finer than its wild ancestors. 

“By the application of the same princi- 
ples to the vegetable world even more mar- 
velous results have been produced. From 
the little, sour, wild apple have been de- 
veloped the hundreds of varieties of dell 
cious apples which load our orchards every 
autumn. New species of wheat and corn 
have 


deserts. The little tasteless watery tuber, 
found in the Andes, has been transformed 
into a wonderful potato, which gives our 
most important vegetable crop. Insignifi- 
cant weeds, by the magic hand of a Bur- 
bank, have become the floral marvels of 
our greenhouses and parks. The United 
States Agricultural Department has just 
announced the perfection of a blueberry 
nearly of an inch in diameter, 
which may be cultivated the same as any 
other garden fruit.

Panter Oil in Surgery. 


Ons of the battlefield discoveries of the 
present war is that castor oil is an ad- 
mirable dressing for slight abrasions, burns 
aud minor wounds. The wound is first 
washed with some antiseptic solution or 
painted with tincture of iodine and then 
covered with a piece of gauze saturated 
with castor oil. 

This dressing is in effect that of an anti- 
septic, and wounds treated with it usually 
heal rapidly. It has the advantage of keep 
ing the skin about the wound soft and 
pliable, is cheap and always available. It 
appears, therefore, that this ancient and 
honorable household remedy has extend- 
ed its usefulness to a field quite outside 
that of commonplace digestive disorders.

The exact status of the usefulness of the fly 
to man, however, has been open to serious 
doubt for some time. But now this use 
fulness has been demonstrated in certain 
eastern cities, where the number of active 
flies and idle men are conspicuously numer- 
ous. In these cities the men have been 
given work making fly traps, which are 
sold readily to the insect-pestered in- 
habitants at a good price. As the men 
make good wages for their work, and the 
inhabitants get good fly traps, the flies 
seem to have created an industry which 
they themselves supply the material for 
perpetuating. 


Aborting Typhoid Fever. 


The prevention of typhoid fever by a sim- 
ple process of inoculation is now an estab- 


lished fact. But until very recently there) - - 


has been no sure means of aborting, or 
shortening the attack, once the victim had 
become infected. The fever must run its 
course of about four weeks or more, always 
with a dubious outcome as something more 
than a possibility. 

Several years ago, however, it became 
evident that if ipecac were introduced into 
the intestinal tract of the typhoid patient 
the course of the fever might be shortened. 
But the practical difficulty in this kind of 
abortive treatment was the fact that in 
order to reach the intestines the ipecac 
must pass through the stomach, and, since 
it is an active emetic was likely to be eject- 
ed by vomiting. This difficulty was over- 
come to a certain extent by enclosing the 
ipecac in a specially-prepared capsule which 
did not dissolve in the stomach, but passed 
intact into the intestines and was dissolved 
there. But a capsule that resisted the d. 
gestive action of the stomach secretions 
was likely to resist those of the intestines 
and thus fail to produce the desired ef- 
fects. 

Quite recently, however, the active prin- 
ciple of ipecac has been prepared in hypo- 
dermic form called emetine. This can be 
injected directly into the circulation and 
thus come in contact with the typhoid 
bacilli; and when used in this way emetine 
has an absortive effect in a large number 
of typhoid cases. “In only six cases in a 
series of eighty-two treated by injections 
of emetine,” says a writer in the Medical 
Record, “did the fever run longer than four 
days after the treatment was begun, and 
none of these six extended over a period 
of more than six days.”

“When given hypodermically it is taken 
directly into the circulation of the individ- 
ual. During the first two weeks of a ty- 
phoid infection almost all the typhoid 


bacilli are in the blood, and the emetine| }* 


entering the blood forms a medium in which 
the bacilli cannot grow, as shown in the 
goat test. The typhoid bacilli in the cir- 
culation are therefore killed; and the cause 
being removed the fever ends. After the 
first two weeks the bacilli are numerous 
in the intestinal lymph follicles and are 
more difficult to reach, taking four to six 
days, while during the first ten days, when 
the bacilli are principally in the circulation, 
it takes from two to four days to destroy 
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the bacilli, repeating the dose every six, 
eight or twelve hours. 

Here, then, is another demonstration of 
the usefulness of the hypodermic needle. 
To many persons this instrument’s use- 
fulness is confined largely to the adminis- 
tration of morphine to “dope fiends.” It is 
used for this purpose, of course; also the 
stomach is used for a receptacle of whisky 
by drunkards. But one should not hastily 
condemn stomachs or hypodermics simply 
because some persons abuse them. When 
properly used both are indispensable to the 
curative treatment of certain diseases, and 
the hypodermic is becoming more and more 

an effective instrument in treating hitherto 
— conditions. 


Quartz Light Rays and Baldness. 


A learned German physician, Dr. Franz 
Nagelschmidt, has written a book which has 
just been translated into English under the 
title, Loss of Hair.” This book should be 


ot particular interest to many middle-aged 


married men, since it asserts that “in a 
series of 200 cases of either partial or com- 
plete baldness due to various causes, and 
treated by the new quartz light rays, 84 
per cent., were cured, many following a 
single application of the rays. In only 
5.5 per cent. of the cases were failures re 
corded.” 

The quartz light is an American invention 
—or, at least, it has been brought to its 
highest state of perfection in America— 
which has been used successfully in the 
treatment of certain skin diseases. It 
does not appear, however, that the Amer- 
ican inventor attempted to cure baldness 
with it, as his German colleague professes 
to have done. Possibly this is due to the in- 
herent 
hair follicles.

Value of Earthwormse in Gardens. 


T MAY BE that in agriculture earthworms

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PLENTY IS NEEDED. 


HERE is no more important element 
in a complete turkey-diet than green 
food. Healthy turkeys may get along 

fairly well for months together with little 
or no succulent growing stuff, but they will 
never do as well as when fed appetizing 
fresh green growths in abundant quant! 
ties. And under certain circumstances 
when turkeys are herded, in relatively 
large quantities, on relatively small areas 
—when a flock of turkeys is weak or gen- 
erally run down—and particwarly with 
flocks of small poults—it is aosolutely es- 
sential to feed a plentiful suppiy of green. 

Green food for young tures can be fed 
to best advantage when chopped fine. With 
old turkeys this is usually unnecessary. 
Also, the kind and quality of the chopped 
food for poults differs quite widely from 
that which makes a satisfactory ration for 
mature, hardy stock. 


The very best green food of all for young 
turks, and one that has not a little to do 
with the successful growth of poults 
through the “danger period,” between two 
weeks and two months, is chopped onion- 
tops. If baby turks are being fed chopped 
hard-boiled egg, or curd, it adds greatly to 
the efficiency of the ration if quite a quan- 
tity of onion-tops are chopped and thor- 
oughly mixed with the food. If bread and 
milk, crackers and milk, bran, or any of 
the other foods that may be satisfactorily 
fed to young poults, are used, it is well to 
give at each feeding a handful of onion- 
tops, chopped fine, which can be sprinkled 
on the feeding ground immediately after 
other food is thrown down. Any one who 
has never fed onion tops to small turks is 
sure to be surprised at the results ob- 
tained when this important element ie 
added to the diet. 


When green onion tops cannot be pro- 
cured, it usually pays to feed old onions, 
chopped fine. These are not quite so good 
as the tops and should be fed somewhat 
sparingly, but make, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, a very useful equivalent. 


Next to onion tops and onions, clover 
heads the list of satisfactory green foods 
for baby turks. The quicker the growth of 
the clover that is used, the more fresh and 
green the leaves and clover stalks, the 
more the poults will relish it, and the 
more good it will do. Like the onion tops,

quantities of fresh green clover. 
The easiest feeding method is simply to 
throw a couple of handfuls of freshly pulled 
clover leaves before the small birds, or, 
if they are confined in brooder-coops, on 
top of the wire cover, so that they can 
reach up and peck at the pile from below. 

Green alfalfa ranks next to clover, being 
inferior only for the reason that leaves and 
stalks-are somewhat coarser and so must 
be chopped with rather more care in order 
to make a satisfactory ration for small 
turks. An alternative of chopping alfalfa 
fine is to give the turks bunches of fresh 
@reen alfalfa stalks, from which they can 
strip the leaves, leaving the stalks, for the 
most part, untouched. The greater danger 
of this practice is that occasionally some 
ambitious little poult will start to eat a 
etalk several sizes bigger than he is, and

rest of the day travelling around with six 
nches or so more hanging from his beak. 
A poult in this condition, like a horse that 
has fallen where it cannot rise, will not 
last long unless help arrives. 


Where none of the commoner green 
stuffs are procurable, a fairly acceptable 
substitute may be made by soaking dried 
alfalfa hay in water. Four or five hours in 
fresh water will swell the dried alfalfa 
back to a very fair imitation of its orig- 
inal size, and turkeys of all ages will soon 
learn to relish it moderately. It usually 
proves more satisfactory, however, for old 
birds than for very young ones. 


One of the very simplest and best meth- 
ods of feeding green to young turks is one 
that has been touched upon in previous 
articles, namely, of putting the covey of 
baby turkeys in portable brooder-coops on 
a lawn or clover-patch. When this is done 
it is unnecessary to pay any further atten- 
tion to the green food element of the diet, 
as the baby turks snip off the tops of the 
clover incessantly during the day, and 80 
are well provided with green food. The 
only thing that ts necessary is to change 
the coops from place to place with suf- 
ficient frequency to keep the baby turks 
ranging always over a limited area of fresh 
green. 

If any of the coarser green foods, that 
may be fed advantageously to grown 
turkeys, are used for small poults, they 
should be ground or chopped to make them 
readily available. Kale, cabbage, lettuce, 
or chard, sprouted oats, or spineless cac- 
tus—even cow-melons—are fairly satis- 
factory if run through a chopper or meat- 
grinder. Of these lettuce and chard alone 
are usually sufficiently tender to be rel- 
ished even by the small turks as the leaves 
grow, and even these are more acceptable 
when chopped or ground. 

It should be borne in mind that turkeys, 


even more than other fowls, become ac- 


customed to whatever kind of food they 
are having regularly, and relish it more 
than other rations which are foreign to 
them. Even such universally accepted 
greens as onions, clover, or lettuce, will 
be eaten only sparingly if the birds have 
become accustomed to sprouted oats or 
kale. 

Green food for old turkeys need not be 
so carefully prepared, It is true that alfal- 
fa will be eaten in greater quantities, and 
relished more, if chopped fine, than if fed 


on the stalks, but old turkeys will do fair- 
ly well with any kind of green that is fed 
to them. Even the largest kale or cab- 
bage leaves will be consumed almost en- 


to this type of food—when fed whole, only 
the bulkiest portions of the central stem 
being left uneaten. When sprouted oats 
are used, care should be taken to see that 
the roots are not too closely matted, so 
as to form compact wads; turkeys will not 


chickens, and through their greediness 
will attempt rather to swallow whole 
bunches at a single gulp, occasionally be- 
coming choked or crop-bound in the at- 
tempt. 

Kale, cabbage, and sprouted oats, as 
well as the lesser-known substitutes, 
chopped spineless cactus, chopped melons 
and the like, can be fed to advantage only 
after the birds have gradually come to like 
them. Turks do not take to them nearly so 
rapidly as to clover, alfalfa, or lettuce. 

An economical method of procuring 
green onion-tops for poults is to set a 
patch of the multiplying onions, which 
grow into bunches, separating from the 
clusters from time to time as much of the 
tops as it is desired to feed. 


If there is a lawn available on the 
premises, the green food problem for tur- 
keys is solved for the year round. Such 
coveys of young turkeys as are kept in 
confinement can be kept in the lawn 
brooder-coops, while the lawn. clippings 
can be fed regularly to the older birds. 
For turkey purposes a clover lawn takes 
preference over all others. In outlying 
districts, where a “city lawn” is not de- 
sired, alfalfa can be sown as a lawn sub- 
stitute, and if clipped with a lawn mower 
will give most satisfactory results. The 
alfalfa will grow more rapidly than almost 
any of the other greens, and is, of course, 
a better drought resister than clover or any

“Without knowing anything definite about 
it I feel justified in expressing the belief that 
the Germans in this country have given not 
less t $2,000,000 for the relief in their 
Fatherland, and, in a sense, that surely 
must be ranked as an American contri 
bution. 

“Of the designated funds which we have 
distributed those to be sent to and spent 
in and for Germany have been the greater 
in sum total. I suppose such designated 
funds have come principally from Americans 
of German blood. | 

“Shipments of relief supplies have been 
made through the Red Cross to every one 
of the belligerent nations except Japan, 
who refused our offered ald entirely, be 
cause her own able Red Cross made it un- 
necessary, and to the German and Austrian 
prisoners, of whom there are 17,000 in 
Siberia. These latter sufferers we cannot 
reach. Otherwise we should have helped

tended for the allies and some for the Ger- 
man fighting men. | 

“More than a million yards of hospital 
guaze have been distributed, 211,000 hospl- 
tal gowns have been sent to us and shipped, 
more than a million surgical dressings and 
pads have beeen donated, and I find upon 
my list, among a multitude of other things, 
31,000 pounds of anaesthetics, 892,000 pounds 
of cotton (mostly absorbent) 209,000 arti. 
cles of clothing for refugees, more than 
seventy cases of typhoid and tetanus anti- 
toxin, 10,000 smallpox vaccine tubes, 29,000 
muffiers, 28,000 pairs of socks—and so on. 

“For the sanitary commission which went 
into the Balkans to fight typhus money was 
donated for the purchase of great quantities 
of supplies, including 358,000 pounds of sul- 
phur, eleven motor trucks, 3000 rolls of rib- 
bon-paper to be used in pasting windows to 
make rooms air-tight for fumigation, hun- 
ireds of barrels of old flour for making paste, 
many spray-pumps, 35,000 gallons of phino- 
tas oll, 7000 gallons of kerosene to use in 
spraying for the destruction of typhus carry- 
ing vermin. 

“A wonderful piece of work is that done 
by Dr. Strong and his associates. Solely

“In all, including the sanitary personnel 


“No other nation ever sent so large a num- 
ber to a war with which it had no actual con- 
cern. During the Russo-Japanese war Ger- 
many sent a fully equipped field-hospital to 
Russia. To the Balkan war Germany, Eng 
land and Russia and other countries sent 
hospital units. But our work remains unpre- 
cedented—though so much more is needed. 

“The impression all this work has made 
upon me has been tremendous. What human 
inconsistency! First man goes out and 
tries to kill his fellow men, then he rescues 
them where they have fallen and tries to 
patch them up! There is about it a lack of 
logic as astonishing as its waste and horror 
are terrible, 

“It seems so very hopeless! When the 
Red Cross works to save flood sufferers in 
China it also works to preserve China from 
like floods in future, although floods are not 
man-made. 

“But what can any of us really do toward 
the prevention of future wars, although wars 
are utterly man-made, and might be man- 
prevented? I must accept the inevitableness 
and unpreventability of a flood, an earth- 
quake or a cyclone, but war—ah, it is so 
futile, so absurd, and yet so terrible! 

“But all these things are 3000 miles away,

“Brig.-Gen. Devol, general manager of the 
American Red Cross, after investigations on 
the border and in Vera Crus, reports condl-

“May not this famine make intervention 
not only inevitably necessary, but a com- 
paratively easy matter?”

We could follow the flag anywhere, but until 
conditions change we can’t get into Mexico, 
effectively. 

“We have gone into Monterey, Monclova 
and elsewhere, and have managed to get a 
small quantity of hospital supplies up to 
Mexico City. 

“But the raflroads are not running, and 
we can do but little. We ng six car: 
loads of supplies at Galv and New 
Orleans, with no means in sight of getting 
them to those who need them. 

“If we could get into Mexico the American 


people would give to help her. But as it is, 
what can we do?
